Citizens of Reno Protest Against 


tbe Proposed Amend* 


ment.

last night by anti-lottery citizens, at 
least one hundred of whom are tax 
payers.

E.E. Beck introduced a resolution 


as follows: 


WHEBEAS, There is now pending in 


in the legislature of oar State a propo- 
sition to change our Slate constitntion 
so as to authorize a state lottery 
scheme under state law, Now there-

Resolved, first, That it is tbe sense of 


a large majority of tba people of 
Washes county in mass-convention 
assembled that we are opposed to any 
and all proposed changes as ragarda 
Article IV, section 24, which in direct 
terms provides the following, to-wit, 
"No lottery shall be anthemed by this 
State, nor shall the sale of lottery 
tickets be allowed." 


Second, That we do hereby request 


oar representatives in the legislature, 
both senators and assemblymen, to 
use all honorable means to defeat any 
and all efforts to ebange oar organic 
law in respect to 
tbe 
prohibition 


classes of our State constitution in 
rejjurd to the matter of lotteries. 


Ou motion by £. B. Dodge tbe reso- 


lution was laid upon the table, 


On motion by Judge Curler an anti- 


lottery lepgne was formed. Nearly all 
present signed the role. 


Judge Cnrler also moved tbat tbe 


chair appoint a committee of tweuty-
